For the adversaries of 
our Lord arc often found to be men of such deep 
leaming,ready wit,and shining talents, as enable 
them readily to perplex and confound their 
opponents. And how, I ask, can a child like 
you. expect to prevail against such persons!" 
" Is it not written," said Humble Mind, 'Oui 
if the mouths of babes and sucklings thou hast 
perfected praisef Matt, xxi. 16. 

" It is so written," s:ud Mr. Worldly- PruAmce, 
and it doth 5o happen, sometimes, that evn 
babes in Christ appear to triumph over the wise 
and learned of this world.

progreGsive work, and that the old nature ynS 
continue to contend with the new until the wo:k 
of grace be finished at the hour of death. N« 
did she fail to point out Ihat to which eve7 
- christian should carefully attend, namely, tie 
necessity of supporting the new nature day jr 
day, with heavenly food, in order to its gi-owlb 
and imprpvement; just as the natural body is fid 
by the fruits of the earth, in failure of whichU 
grows weak and faii\t, and at length expires. 

Thus Piety continued uuweariedly to JnstruU 
the little pilgrims: insomuch that after they hid 
been for a short space at the palace Beautirul,il 
was judged necessary to introduce them to co' 
tain othei- teachers, of whom I shall speak nio« 
particularly in my next chapter.

prison, and ye came unto me.' Matt. xxv. 34— 
36. Here also the children learned from Piety 
to perform the sweet work of praisej putUng 
music to its best and highest use, namely, the 
sitting forth the glory of God. 

Now, during the whole of ihis season which 
passed so pleasantly with the little pilgrims, //i- 
hred-Siii, aware that all the inhabitants of lh« 
palace would rise up against him, if he should 
once dare to show his face among them, kept 
himself carefully in the back-ground; where it 
was his object lo persuade the little ones thM 
he was in a very weak and languishing state, 
and never likely to be in a condition to tormeni 
them again as he had formerly done.

17, 
Then I saw that Piety would needs pray with 
lem; so making the little ones to kneel by htr, 
le thus breathed out her requests: " O holy 
ather, we pray for these little ones, whom thou 
avest us for a season.

Thus Mr. Orl/W'hx descrihed the happiness 
of little Peace in the ears of her brother and 
sUtei'i and next, he proceeded to point out the 
beiMfit which ff umble Mind and Playful might 
recfive from their pvesent aflliction.

"Now," continued Mr. Orthodox, "ulthoagh 
tbei*e is but one jiatne by which sinners can be

In this manner did Mr, Orlhodox reason with 
and comfoi't the litUe pilgrims; till, by God's 
blessing upon his pious endeavourB, their grief 
became greatly miugaled. Nevertheless, Hum- 
ble Mind received comfort sooner than Playful, 
and for this rcasonj because his heart was more 
in heaven than the heart of his sister. On this 
account, as well as from the consideration that

When women forget Christ, 
Wbat kind of habits do they i ummonly fall into? 

Playful. 'They leam to be idle, wandering 
about from house to housej and not only idle', 
but tattlers also, and busy-bodies, speaking 
things which they ought not.' I Tim. v. 13. 

Mrs. Bountiful. In what manner should wo- 
men adorn themselves? 

Playful. 'In like manner also, that womea 
adorn themselves in modest appai-el,with ahame- 
facednesa and sobriety: not with broidered ha.tr, 
or gold, or pearls, or costly array; but (which 
becometh women professing godliness) with 
good works.' 1 Tim. ii. 9, 10. 

Mra. Bountiful. You have answered well, my 
child.

Mrs, Bountiful. There are two duties, whicK 
more especially lie upon women ; first, that of 
bringing up children, and, secondly, that of re- 
lieviug the afflictecl. And whereas tlic necessi- 
ties of infants and those of the sick are two-bid, 
a woman should learn to administer to both, 
otherwise she does but half her duty towardi 
ffuch peesons. 

Playful Dear Madam, I do not underat&nd 
you exactly. 

Mn. Bountiful. To explain my meaning mow 
fully— Every infant is formed of two parts; tlie 
r immortal soul, and the little tender body.. If 
either of these is neglected, injury, if not niof 
' muBtbctheconsequencc of such neglect. AiM* 
i; man, therefore, who takes the charge of an i» 
I faot. should not only know how lo miikc ib 
I clothes, to administer its proper food, to cow 
L fort and cherish It, and, under God, to presorre 
mita health: but, since "we are «X\\i"*' "- ' 

^bould also know how, aa Us stw 
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its evil tempers, and lead it into that 
knowledge of God which is eternal life. Sick 
and afflicted persons likewise often require the 
same attention as infants: nourishing food and 
r.orafortable clothing must be provided for their 
bodies, while their poor weak, minds should be 
drawn towards God by holy conversation, pray- 
er, and pious reading:, I would, therefore," add- 
ed good Mrs. Bounli/ul, "have young females, 
from their lender youth, to store their minds 
with chosen portions of Scripture, together with 
pleasant and prolitable histories of pious per- 
sons; even such as may excite the attention of 
children and sick persona of all ages and all de- 
g-rees, to the great work of their own salvation. 
They should also learn to sing such sweet psalms 
and hymns as may soothe infants to sleep, or 
compose the uneasy minds of the sick. Tli^y i 
should moreover labour to become patient, self- 
denying, long-suffering, kind, gentle, and cour- 
teous; since all these qualities are necessary to 
form a good and tender nurse. Females should 
also early be taught to make cheap and conve- 
nient clothing for the needy, as well as to pre- 
Eare wholesome, simple, and economical dishes, 
)r their occasional support and comfort. And, 
lastly, they should learn to dress themselves ht 
such a manner as might be decent, cleanly, and 
modest, with as little expense as possible of that 
precious time and of those other talents which 
must hereafter be accounted for at the judgment- 
seat of Christ.

where they increased in stature and in favour 
ith God and man. At length the period ap- 
proached at which they -were to continue their 
lilgrimage.

lii. 2. So Mr. Orthodox and Mrs. Bmnliful led

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ileath, as wc have abundant reaaon to believe 
from her orderly and even course, as well as 
from tlie dtlight she took tn communing with 
her God, She must then have heen a true roem- ■ 
her of Christ — for ' the bratich cannot bear fruit 
of itself, except it abide in the vine;' John xv. 
4: — and therefore is her salvation sure. 

"Now understand, my children," continued 
he, "tliat our mystical union with our great 
Head, is not destroyed by death; but wc are as 
near to Christ, and as much a part of him, when 
lying in the grave and in the dust, as when living 
on the earth. For it is written — ' Whether we 
live, wc live unto the Lord ; and whether we die, 
we die unto the Lord; whether we live, therefore, 
or die, we are the Lord's. For to this end Christ 
both died, and rose, and revived, that he might 
be Lord both of the dead and living.* Rom. xiv. 
8, 9. In this grave, therefore, and under this 
little white stone, lies apart of the mystical body 
of Christ,— a member belonging to the divine 
Head. All thai remained of sin and corruption 
in this mortal body is now destroyed^ for 'ex- 
cept acorn of wheat fall into the ground and 
die, it abideth alone; but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit.' John xii. 24. But the better 
part of this your dear sister remains; and at the 
last day, when the trumpet shall sound, she will 
be raised up, and joined for ever to her glorious 
Head. 'Wh™ Christ, who is her life, shall 
ftppear, tbrn shall she also appear with him in 
glory.' Col. iii. 4. For while in the flesh she 
reccivedrorgivcneasof sins through the Redeem- 
er ; and having been jusiilicd by him, she will 
be'also glorified, Horn. viii.

Wheixfore, my dear cUUdren, grvoe ta '^'^"^

he ashamed before him at bis coming:' I John

day of judgment: because as he is, so are hi* 
children,*" l John iv.

Now it was time for the children to depart. 
So Mrs. Bounti/n! prepared for them such thing* 
as she thought might serve for their refreahment 
by the way; while Mr. Orthodox, taking ihetn 
aside, knelt down with them and prayed, saying, 
"Plead thou the cause of these little ones, O 
Lord, with those that oppose them, and fight 
thou against ihem that fight against those. For 
the eyes of these pilgrims lire unlo thee, O God 
the Lord, and in thee ia their trust.

Now it came to pass, when Mr. Orthodox a.nd 
lira.

More- 
over, he spoke of the happiness of the men of 
this world, ' whose bellies,' said he, ' are filled 
■with hid treasure; they are full of children, and 
leave the rest of their substance to their babes.' 
Psalm xvii. 14. 

To this Humble Mind answered, " * I will not 
Iret myself because of the ungodly, neither will 
I becnvlous because of the workers of iniquity.' 
Psalm xxx.viL 1. 1 desire ' rather to suffer aP* 
fliction with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season.' " Heb. xi.

The place 
of his habitation is unsearchable, even the most 
secret recesses of our own hearts: and he is mosti 
perhaps, to be feared, after we have gained some 
lotable victories over him.

I saw then, as the pilgrims drew near to thii 
lovely land, that on looking at their garmenti, 
they said one to another, "We once imagined 
our garments to he white; hut in this goodlj 
place they appear black and de&Ied." Sol. Song 
T. 3. 

" Yea," said Inbred-Sin, {for he still kept close 
to the pilgrims,) " you must not presume to ap- 
pear before the King of the country thus vilely 
clad. — Turning aside therefore while yon bare 
time, first wash your garments with soap and 
nitre, and they shall be clean," But the pilgrlnu 
— were aware that this suggestion was fi-oin Ihe 
"Evil One. 

"We are black, indeed." they answered. 

We had white garments given unto us at ihc

go to him who a\oi\e tatv TtvaivtMsKsB" 
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for soap and nitre cannot wash out their stains." 
Tben 1 saw that they hastened forward, thus 
inquiring of all whom they met in the way," Tell 
us where the chief Shepherd fecdeth, even the 
King whom our soul lovelh; where he makelh 
his fiock to rest at noon: for why should we be 
as those who turn aside to other flocks and other 
shepherds?" Sol. Song i. 7. 

Then I saw that the people of the land pointed 
out to them the footsteps of the King's flock; 
and bidding the pilgrims to follow them, behold 
iliey speedily brought them to the Shepherd's 
tent. There they were joyfully received and 
bountifully entertained in the royal banqueting- 
house; where also their garments were rendered 
as pure as when they first received them. Mora- 
over, they were there adorned ' with rows of 
jewels, and ftheir necks with chains of gold;' 
while their garments were enriched with 'bor- 
ders of gold and studs of silver.' Sol. Songi. 
10, 11. They were ilien taken into the garden 
of their Lord to eat his pleasant fruits: and 
there, being weary, they slept; though their 
hearts still waked, and their thoughts were still 
engaged with ineffable delights. So they slept 
among the myrrh and spices of the King's gar- 
den. Sol. Song V. 1, 

Now there was music and rejoicing through 
all thelandof Beulahon account of the pilgrims' 
safe arrival; the inhabitants of the land also 
showed them all manner of kindness; and no- 
thing was wanting to gratify their wishes. Ne- 
vertheless their hearts burned to be at the end 
of their journey: for they could see the Celestial 
City itself; although only indistincllY^ becajiae.

their King, their Almighty Maker, and tht 
Maker of those parenlEi sisters, anrl childreti< 
whom they had loved on earth, and who were 
^ne before. But there lay between thetn ai>d 
the Celestial City a deep black river, through) 
which all the children of mortality must pass — 
even the River of Death. 

The pilgrims were at this time so eager to 
reach the further shore, that they almost longed 
to plunge themselves into this river. But secret- 
ly struggling' with their own impatience, thej 
submissively waited their appointed time. So 
they pitched their tents in the happy land of 
Beulah, contented to tarry till the expected 
messenger should summon them away. 

Now the first of the pilgrims who was callwl 
away, was the mother of Plain Sense. The old 
woman received the message joyfully, for her 
heart was with her King; and she cheerfully 
requested all her fellow-pilgrims to accompany 
her to the edge of the water. I saw then ihrt 
as she approached the river-side, the opposite 
bauks appeared so clear, so bright, and so late- 
ly, that she could not forbear crying out in > 
transport — . 



She then took leave of all the pilgrims, one by 
one. But when her son came to her, '• my 
child 1 my son !" she said, '* when thou comW 
to this hour, with what joy wilt thou recoiled 
that thy persuasions and example were made the 
means of sweetening these bitter waters to thjf 
a^ed mother! I lived in sin, a slave of f 
and in bondage lo its \visxb', '«\\t^,\i'j 
.of God, my only child bccsLtive. ftw 
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of leading me from darkness to light, and from 
the pjwer of Satan uuto God. Blessed there- 
fore he the Lord, who in his tender mercy hath 
saved both moiliei- and son!" Then stepping 
into the water, she said, "my foot standeth firm 
upon the Rock of Ages." After which the black 
waves rolling over her head, they for a season 
lost sight of her. But presently, with the help 
of the glass which the shepherds had given 
them, they disiinguished her again: and behold, 
certain shining ones had received her, and were 
bearing her through the clouds to the gates of 
heaven. So she vanished from their sight, and 
they returned to their tents. 

Now 1 saw that after many days had passed, 
a messenger came, inquiring for Humble Mind 
and Martha. Then Playful wept, while little 
Grace and Truth were sorely distressed. But 
Martha, embracing and kissing them, said, 
"Do you sorrow, my children, even as others 
who have no hope r 'Who shall separate us 
from the love of Christ?

tiieir pilgrimage. He also earnestly CMniorad- 
ed the two children to their carej for he gretitljr 
loved little Grace and Tntth. 

When therefore the appointed day was come, 
they went down to the River of Death togeiiter. 
So being come to the river-side, the departing 

fllgrtms there knelt doivn, and their friends 
nclt with them: and I saw, that they who were 
going to pass the river wept not. but that thwr 
mends wept sorely. Then ihey prayed earn- 
estly, in the following words: "O Almi^ly 
God, with whom do live the spirits of just men 
made perfect, after they are delivered from their 
earthly prisons, we humbly commend our »ouls 
into thy hands, as into the hands of a faithful 
Creator and most merciful Saviour; most hum- 
bly beseeching thee that they may be precioui 
in thy si^ht. Wash them, we pray thee, ia the 
blood of that immaculate Lamb that was rtais 
lo take away the sins of the world; that what- 
soever defilements they may have contracurf in 
the midst of this miserable and naughty w«rl4, 
I through the li/st of the flesh or the wiles rf 
Satan, facing purged and done away, they may

wlidoni while they live here, which may'in the 
e»d brifip them lo everlasiiiiif life, through the 
Merits o\ Jesus Chinat thine only Squ our Wtil."

Xbus bavin); prayed, they arose 2Qd kiftsfe^' 
their weeping fneiids; wheii Maitha, cryltife-;' 
"Lord Jesus, receive my spirit," stepped iuto.'.. 
the water, Uumtilc Mind i mined lately lollowing. ', 
fivl, no sooner ha^l the sules of their feet touched 
the cold stream, th(.n Inbred-Sin shriek^^d aloud 
and pulled them back, I saw thi-n that thef 
turned deadly white, while the cold sweat stood 
af>on their brows. Again, iherefore, they cried 
niilo the Lord; and he beard them from* hie 
^ly heaven — -when, by aaktlden exertion of hu 
oninipotcnre, and in virtue of the Redeemer's 
merits, he separated Inhred-Sin from their in- 
most souls, and annihilated him for ever. Then 
-did the gasping pilgrims appear sinking under 
tke agonies of temporal death; insomuch that 
their friends could commune with them no longer 
And behold, they struggled iu the water, a: 
persons nearly overcome and ready to puri«h— 
whon behold, one. whose beauty was without 
blemish, advanced to meet them. They wbo 
Aood upon the shore, beheld him tbrou^ the 
glass of Faith, and knew him, by his form^ tft 
be the sinner's Saviour, full of grace and truth. 
And behold, the waters of death fled back at 
the touch of his feet Joshua iii. 13. So he ap- 
proached ihe pilgrims, who had now fainted; 
aiid speaking tenderly unto them, and bearing;

Here even they who u^ed VK^ t^'i^* "^^ ^ , 
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could scarcely discern any thing further, hy 
reason of their tears. But I continued to look 
after the pilgrims) and behold, a multitude of 
the heavenly host were waiting on the other 
aide, ascribing glory to him who was more than 
conqueror over death. And they received the 
pilgrims with acclamations of joy — crying out, 
"Glory, glory, glory to the Lamb! Death is 
swallowed up in victory; Hallelujah! hallelujah! 
hallelujah!" And casting their crowns al the 
feel of Him who had brought up the pilgrims 
from the River of Death, they lell before him 
and worshipped. 

Now as the pilgrims went up from the River 
■of Death, they became bright and ahininc, being 
transformed into the image of him that redeem- 
ed them. And beliBd, they were surrounded 
fay thousands and tens of thousands of glorified 
oainis and angels, who placed crowns on tbeir

So the glorious multitude, accompanying their
